Winter protection in the garden 
will soon occupy attention. On the 
whole, probably more harm than j vegetable matter, for the lawn or 
good is accomplished by mulches, garden. 
But where they are intelligently 
--------- 
applied, they can 
lessen 
winter 
hazards considerably. 
Rarely is a mulch called for to 
protect a plant from low tempera­ 
tures, because few gardeners at­ 
tempt to keep outdoor plants that 
are not resistant to freezing. 
The 
notable exception to this is in the 
case of tender roses, which can be 
killed by subzero temperatures and 
should be protected from them. 
In most other cases, winter dam­ 
age is done by the heaving action 
of alternate thaws and freezes, by 
standing water, rot due to damp­ 
ness, injury from ice 
and 
snow, 
and in the case of evergreens by 
excessive drying out
